Mme de Dillon, a maid of honor; M. Huret, one of the prison 
guards of the royal family; Citizen Courtois, a member of the 
Convention; Mme Germaine Elizabeth Talon, the Dauphin’s 
nurse; and the De Vathaire family, to whom certain objects were 
bequeathed by the Duchesse de Berri. These are for the most part 
described in the catalogues of the Collection Alvin-Beaumont 
(Hotel Drouot, Paris, June, 1905), and of the Collection A. B.
